BLACKMAILER BROWNE 


ARRESTED AT CALISTOGA BY 
DEPUTY BRADY,. 


A Full Statement of the Transac- 


tion—How H. H. Boyce Worked 
Willie Childs for $100—Who Got 
the Money?—Further Develop- 
ments Looked For. 


All doubts as to the indictment of 
Carl Browne upon a charge of extortion, 
if any have existed in the mind of 
any one, were dispelled yesterday by 
his arrest at Calistoga by Deputy 
Sheriff W. M. Brady. A telegram was 
received at the Sheriff’s oflice during 
the morning from Brady, announcing 
the arrest, and that Browne wanted to 
give bail at Nupa. The telegram 
stated that Browne’s physician said he 
is not able to come to Los Angeles yet, 
but that he will have to come if he 
does not give buli 

The arrest of Browne removed the 
seal of secrecy which has been observed 
at the Sheriff’s oflice in regard to the 
matter, aud a ‘TIMES 
no 
been inactive in getting him. 
After the indictment was returned 
against him, Chief Crowley of San 
Francisco was telegraphed to arrest 
bim, but he wouid not movein the 
matter unless the warrant for arrest 
was telegraphed to him. As this 
would cost some $10, it was not done, 
and although Browne was in San Fran- 
cisco, and Chief Crowley could have 
arrested him in 10 minutes, nothing 
was done. 
A deputy was then sent to San 
Francisco to look into the matter in 
convection with other things, and tele- 
graphed that Browne had gone to Calis- 
toga. ‘Deputy Brady went north with 
F. M. Garrett a few days ago, but part 
of his mission was to arrest Browne. 
who, in spite of his professed willing- 
ness to meet the charges against him. 
has very adroitly been mancuvering to 
keep away from Los Angeles.“ 
It was also learned that the indict- 
ment recites at some length the details 
of thecrime with which Browne is 
charged. It charges him, as has before 
been intimated, with taking 3100 from 
O. W. Childs, Jr., to suppress au arti- 
cle prepared to be publisbed in the 
Cactus, in which Mr. Childs was dis- 
gracefully mentioned in connection 
with Dude“ Williams of unsavory 
reputation. It further mentions the 
name of H. H, Boyce, (director-general 
of the Tribune) as being the person 
who negotiated the transaction be- 
tween Mr. Childs and Carl Browne, In 
connection with Boyce’s relation to the 
affair it is learned that he informed 
the Childs family that an article was 
to be published in the Cactus, and it is 
said that there was talk of $800 being 
the figure necessary to secure its sup- 
pression, At any rate O. W. Childs, Jr., 
went to the Tribune office, where 
Mr.“ Boyce called up Carl Browne by 
telephone, Mr. Childs standing close 
by and hearing his answers. Mr.“ 
Boyce asked Browne how much it 
would take to suppress the article in 
question, and Browne replied, $100.

Browne will swear that the $100 paid 
by Mr. Childs remained within the 
itching palms of H. H. Boyce, and 
that he never got any of it. Should 
this information prove correct there is 
ground for the statement that the 
Grand Jury contemplates a fresh 
indictment against II. II. Boyce. 
[This is the same person who has 
been making himself offensively con- 
spicuous through the Tribune news- 
paper, in the matter of the Federal 
appointments. He has constituted 
himselt the especial champion and cus- 
todian of Mr. Seamans, Mr. ambrose 
and Mr. Green.] 


Tue proof ot the suppressed 


article 
was part of the evidence which led to 
an indictment being found against 
Carl Browne, together with a full and 
graphic account of the telephonic ar- 
rangement between Boyce and Browne. 
It was thought at the time the indict- 
ment was returned that the article in 
question brought in the names of some 
estimable young ladies residing in the 
city, but this is not the fact, and it is 
confined principally to the parading 
of the name of O. W. Childs, Jr., in 
unpleasant juxtaposition to that of the 
oily vagabond known variously as 
Williams, Blake and Sanguinetti.

If it is all right, 
and the applicants for this franchise 
mean business, it is their duty to let 
the Council know just what they in- 
tend todo. It can’t do them any harm 
to make their water source public, for 
if they do not own the land they can 
bond it for 60 or 90 days, which will 
give them a plenty of time to perfect 
their arrangements.

A Full Report from the County 
Horticultural Com mission — Ef 
forts to Suppress the Red Scale 
: —Bridge and Road Matters Un- 
der Consideration. — 


The Board of Supervisors met yes- 
terday, and put in quite a busy day. 

The Horticultural] Commission pre- 
sented the following monthly report: 

To the Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors: We respectfully tender — 
with the monthly report for December o 
the County Horticultural Commission. 

The chaneg, in the commission, caused 
by the retirement of Hiram Hamilton and 
the appointment f F. Edward Gray of Al. 
hambra by your board to fill the 
vacancy, was consummated the 7th day of 
December by Mr. Gray assuming the oflice 
of commissioner. 

Mr. Kercheval has been elected as presi- 
dent of the board, vice Hamilton, retired, 
and Mr. Gray has been elected secretary to 
hill the vacancy caused by the resiguation 
of Mr. Driffill, who felt that his distance of 
residence from Los Angeles prevented his 
always being present at meetings. 

Encouraging reports coming from Orange 
county of the discovery of an insecticide for 
the red scale,-Mr. Kercheval was delegated 
to visit Tustin to inquire into its effective- 
ness, Mr. Kercheval, in company with 
Entomologist Coquillette, reports that the 
ineans employed were the same application 
ot cyanide of potash and sulphuric acid as 
formerly used by Prof. Coquillette in his 
experiments on the red scale under direc- 
tion of the General Government, with the 
exception that the application was made in 
the night. These gentlemen think that 95 
per cent. of the insects were dead on the 
trees, the result of one application of the 
remedy. Good results may possibly follow 
by further experiments, 

Thinking it may have come to your notice 
that this commission had rescinded a reso- 
lution wherein Messrs. Kercheval and Ham- 
ilton were appointed a committee to act 
with Mr. Heintz in obtaining signatures to 
a memorial to Congress, asking that in. 
creased duties be placed upon imported 
oranges, we desire to state in explanation 
that, although seeing the necessity of such 
a move, and = all in our power as in- 
dividuals to aid it, we found that the im- 
pression was prevalent that the Horticul- 
tural Commission had authorized an ex- 
penditure of money for the purpose, and 
this being beyond our jurisdiction we felt 
called upon to rescind the resolution. 
Eight inspectors have been employed dur- 
ing the month. Their reports and our own 
observations show an alarming prevalence 
of the red scale and San José scale insects, 
-The white is under subjugation by the 
parasite vedolia cardinalis, while the black 
cannot be said to exist in numbers to excite 
alarm. There is great danger from the 
Santa Ana red scale that has made its ap- 
pearance in orchards south of the city. 

The result of the inspectors’ labors has 
been gratifying, in so far that where they 
have pursued their work orchardists and 
owners of small places have been induced 
to disintect, spray, and, in Pasadena par- 
ticularly, have grubbed out.and burned in- 
fected trees that were a menace to their 
neighbors. ; 

ln order to guard against the introduction 
into the county of auy new. insect pests 
that are reputably reported to exist in ad- 
oining counties, brought thereto from 
lorida, we have caused to be posted in all 
railroad stations and postoffices in the 
county notices forbidding the Introduction 
of trees, flowers, shrubs; etc., infected with 
insect pests under penalty of the law pro- 
rided rod the protection of the horticultural

While realizing the necessity of constant 
vigilance in keeping in check the many 
insect pests that threaten the weifare of the 
county’s fruit industry. the commission 
tha le time has totore been 


taken toward obtaining information regard- 
ing the existence of a parasite in such

With this 
object in view we have 
the State Board oof Horticulture 
to institute the desired search, and to fur- 
ther use its efforts in enlisting the De 
partment of Agriculture at Washington in 
the same movement, and we have further 
opened a correspondence with..the various 
county horticultural commissioners in the

In regard to the cultivation of pea- 
nuts a writer says: .Procuré raw pea- 
nuts, plump and well-filled, plant in 
the month of March, in well-prepared 
ground, three or four kernels in each 
hill, the hills about two feet apart in 
the row, and the rows three or four 
feet apart. Thedepth for burying the 
seed is from two to four inches, de- 
pending upon the soil, the lighter and 
dryer the deeper it is covered, Culti- 
vation must be given to weeds and to 
retain moisture, but care must be 
taken not to tear out the fruit stems, 
which enter the soil after the blossom 
is fertilized and there form fruit.—/ Free 
Press. 

An experienced cattle-feeder says: 
‘*Dehorning has cost me $1000 during 
the past summer, in feeding steers. 
Deprived of their horns, the cattle 
huddle together in the shade, as close 
as sheep do, and the heat there is ter- 
rible. I tell you, they are almost suf- 
focated, and lose flesh or make none 
from the food consumed. Besides 


they stand, and, in wet weather, tread 
itinto mud. This discovery was a 
revelation to me, and I believe the bad 
effectis from crowding in the summer, 
when neat and flies are at their worst, 
will more than counteract all the ad- 
vantages claimed for dehorning.’’—
